New Orleans. — A _ 31-year-old| 
former airplane mechanic and rail- 
road fireman who two years ago 
had never been out of sight of land 
arrived in New Orleans Monday to 
tell how since he began wanderings 
more than a year and a half ago he| 
had been to the bottom of two oceans 
with Otis Barton, inventor of the 
bathysphere. 

He is Harold B. Davidson of Little 
Rock, Ark., who arrived Monday 
aboard the United Fruit Company S. 
S. Sixaola from Panama, where he 
worked with Rarton in surrounding | 
waters for several months making 
camera shots for Barton’s uncomplet- 
ed moving picture, “Perils of the 
Sea.”

Such persons have poor regulation 
of body heat, and sudden drops in 
temperature are likely to,bring on 
their trouble in aggravated form, ac- 
cording to Dr. Harry S. Bernton, pro- 
fessor of hygiene at Georgetown uni- 
versity medical school. 

Dr. Bernton described the mecha-_ 
nism by which chilling of the skin 
provokes paroxysms or sneezing: 

“When cold air strikes the skin 
there is an immediate loss of heat. 
The warmer body radiates its heat 
to the colder environment. One of 
nature’s inexorable laws is the con- 
servation of body heat. This is ef- 
fected by the contraction or shutting
